Many people have written to 

me about the enforcement of 
speed limit laws on the portion 
nf a state highway within I he 
boundaries of a city.

Specifically, iboy wan! to 
know if it is the responsibility 
of the local city pnlici. the 
California Hitihwav Patrol, or 
both.

For man ears, I have re­ 
plied that >e!ieved that the 
California 'hway Patrol and 
the local   policy have con­ 
current '.Metinn. However, 
in order to be absolutely cer­ 
tain. I requested an official 
opinion from the Legislative 
Counsel of the State of Cali­ 
fornia. A. C Morrison.

HIS OPINION No 3872. is 
the same as the answer I have 
been giving my correspond­ 
ents, but he then proceeds to 
present an excellent analysis. 
Unless otherwise indicated, all 
his references are to the Cali­ 
fornia State Vehicle Code. 
Here is his opinion and analy­ 
sis:

"Dear Mr. Chapel: 
! "You have asked this office

what ayenc\ is responsible for 
the enforcement of speed limit 
laws on the portion of a s1at« 
hichwav within the boundaries 
o 1' a city.

"The California Highway Pa­ 
trol and local city police have 
concurrent jurisdiction to en­ 
force the speed limit laws on 
a state highway within the 
boundaries of the city.

"VT THE OUTSET it should 
be noted that the provisions of 
the Vehicle Code are uniform­ 
ly applicable throughout the 
state and in all counties and ; 
municipalities therein iSec 21. 
Veh. C.). As the regulation of 
vehicle traffic is a matter of 
statewide concern, the code is 
equally applicable to chartered 
and general law cities (Pipoly 
v. Rcnson i!942i. 20 Cal. 2d 
366. 3691

"This being true, the powers 
granted by the Vehicle Code to 
the California Highway Patrol 
may be exercised by its mem­ 
bers in every city of the state 
as well as in unincorporated 
areas (Sees. 2400, 2409L

"THE CALIFORNIA Highway 
Patrol is given power to en­ 
force the speed laws on high-

'hichway' if dcfir.ec' in Section 
360 as a 'wav o: place of what­ 
ever nature, publicly main­ 
tained and ripen ~« 'he use of 
the public foi purpose* of ve­ 
hicular travel . . ' the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol :nay en­ 
force speed laws on any high­ 
way throughout the state with 
no limitation as to whether the 
highway IK- a state highway, 
county road, or city street 
<Secs. 2400. 2409).

"In the absence of legislative 
provision to the contrary', the 
jurisdiction of a city policeman 
to enforce the provisions in 
question is limited to the 
streets and highways within 
the boundaries of the city that 
employs him iB2 C..T.S. 'Mu- 
nicipai Corporations' Sec. 574)..

"TIIKRKFORE. the pnforee- 
mcnt of the provisions of the 
Vehicle Code relating to speed 
laws within a city is a matter 
for both state and local law 
enforcement within the bound­ 
aries of the city.
